The Rev. James T. Pendley, 71- 
year-old superannuated Methodist 
minister, was found dead yester- 
day afternoon of a pistol wound 
in the head at his home, 255 Or- 


mond street, S. E., under what his 
son declared were “mysterious | 
circumstances,” 


Lying on a rug at the foot of 
the basement stairs, the elderly 
minister had been dead at least 24 
hours. Hands were folded across | 


his chest and his head lay on a |

crudely constructed pillow of ex-| 
celsior. | 

While two city detectives hand- 
ed in a routine report listing the 
death as suicide shortly after the 
body was found, his son, David L. 
Pendley, laundry worker, de- 
clared, “I cannot believe my father 
committed suicide, He was 4a| 
straight-thinking man.” _. 

' Daughter Finds Body. 

The body of the minister was 
found at 3:30 o’clock in the aft-| 
ernoon by his daughter, Kynus, | 
who had returned from a week- 
end trip to Rome with her mother. 
The women experienced difficulty 
in gaining entrance to the house, 
and enlisted the aid of a neighbor, 
J. A. Garrett, who opened a back 
window. 

“T went all through the house, 
but I couldn’t find father,” the 
daughter said. “Then I opened a 
door leading to the basement and 
there he was lying on the rug.” 

City Detectives C. L. Taylor and 
E. I. Hilderbrand were summon- 
ed to the scene and returned to 
police headquarters and handed in 
a routine suicide report. 

Billfold Is Missing. 

However, when the minister’s 
son arrived at the house, h-> no- 
ticed that his father’s billfold was 
missing. Only a few’ cents in 
change were found in the pockets. 

“T want a thorough investigation 
of this case,” the son declared. “My 
father, I know, must have had a 
large sum of money on him when 
he left his downtown parking lot 
Saturday night.” 

A .32-caliber revolver, given to 
the minister by his son many years 
ago “just for protection,” was ly- 
ing on the Rev. Pendley’s body 
when found. One shot had been 
fired. 


Retired Years Ago. 

The Rev. Pendley retired from 
active service as a Methodist min- 
ister nine years ago, after serving 
charges throughout Georgia, in- 
cluding two churches in the At- 
lanta district. 

During the time he was a mem- 
ber of the conference he served 
pastorates at Rome, Cave Spring, 
Flovilla, Dalton, Danielsville and 
at the Brookhaven church in 
Avondale and the St. James Meth- 
odist church in Atlanta. 

For the past several years, he 
has operated a parking lot on 
Mitchell street, between Pryor and 
Whitehall street. 

After the examination by the |

Techwood, the first low-cost 
housing project of the New Dea! 
to be completed, is a model com- 
munity, spread out over 22 acres 
of what was formerly one of the 
city’s worst slum districts. In 1933, 
31 criminals charged with major 
offenses were found living there. 
Today, green lawns, with trim 
apartment houses, and playgrounds 
cover the valley, once notorious 
for its filth and vice. 

Techwood has. been actively god- 
fathered by leaders of the present 
administration. Secretary of the 
Interior Harold L. Ickes pulled 
the switch that set off the blast 
that wrecked the first slum dwell- 
ing. President Roosevelt unveiled 
a plaque marking the project.

MAJOR LABOR CRISIS 


‘Hot’ Boxcar Closes 153 
Plants; Employers Spurn 
CIO Offer. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.— 
(P)—On a half-dozen labor fronts 
San Francisco moved closer today 
to a major industrial crisis. 

Organized warehouse employers, 
with 153 plants already closed, re- 
_jected a CIO union peace offer and 


‘shunted their trouble-laden “hot” 
boxcar to the city’s largest dry- 
goods warehouse. It closed and 11 
‘others were expected to follow. 

Twenty-seven major department 
istores were threatened with a 
iclerk’s workout as.

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“GOVERNOR, MACH.” 

Under the above heading, in the dictionary, 
is described that portion of an engine which 
prevents it from exceeding a safe speed. It is 
a familiar contrivance and necessary to control 
the rate at which any machine works. Without 
a@ “governor,” machinery would race at accele- 
rating speed until it shook itself to pieces or 
its parts collapsed from the strain. 


In Washington for the past six years there 
has been in operation one of the finest and 
most beneficial government machines the 
world has ever seen. Headed by President 
Roosevelt and motivated by the Democratic 
party, it has evolved a motor known as the 
“New Deal,” which has pulled the nation fur- 
ther along the road to social justice and se- 
curity than any previous governmental con- 
trivance. 


Yet this machine, like all others, must have 
a “governor” if it is to function safely for the 
nation. Otherwise its driving power pushes to 
dangerous speeds and, sometimes, it is tempted 
to take wrong turnings on the highway to se- 
curity and prosperity. 

That “governor” has been provided through 
the presence in the congress, and on the su- 
preme court bench, of men of foresight, of 
analytical power and with the courage to say 
no when they see over-enthusiastic leadership 
rushing headlong at dangerous rate, or turning 
from the constitutional highway. 


Such men as Vice President Garner, Sen- 
ators Pat Harrison, Harry Byrd, Carter Glass, 
Ed Smith, Walter George and others have pro- 
vided the governor which has held the admin- 
istration machine, in more than one instance, 
from disaster. 


There is, however, a faction in the machine 
which is impatient and wishes to take short 
cuts, detours from the constitutional highway. 
They know not where these detours may lead 
but proclaim their belief they will, somehow, 
eventually come out all right and lead to a 
desirable destination. 


Several times the wiser heads in the su- 
preme court held the machine of state on the 
constitutional highway, contrary to the wishes 
of this faction. So, an effort was made to take 
authority away from those wiser heads, to in- 
crease the court until they could outvote them 
with men subservient to the wishes of the de- 
tour advocates. 


The “governor” group in the United States 
senate prevented this. 


So, the irresponsible ones, the _ short-cut 
theorists, have set to work to do away with 
the “governor.” They would scrap it and make 
the machine nothing but propelling motor, 
with no check to halt it when it attains dan- 
gerous acceleration, or wher it would abandon 
the broad highway for the untried sidepaths. 
Senator Walter George is one they would toss 
out, because he has been a leader in that 
steadying group. 

Will Georgia consent to taking the “gov- 
ernor” off the New Deal machine and let 
it race to some unknown destination, some il- 
lusive pot of gold at the end of a detour rain- 
bow, some Utopia of theoretical dreams, with 
only-dreamers to direct? : 

Or will Georgia do her part in holding the 
nation upon the constitutional high road. Go- 
ing forward with the New Deal, but sticking to 
the path laid down by the road-builders and 
traveling at safe speed toward the better day 
ahead? 

The answer will be written in primary bal- 
lots on September 14.

FORESTRY FOR FARMERS 

Forest management for the farmer, cast in 
simple, easily understood lines, has been out- 
lined in a new, highly valuable booklet issued 
by the University of Georgia and evailable free 
of charge to all state landowners interested in 
the methods of timber handling which pay divi- 
dends as an additional cash crop. 

The bulletin was prepared by DuPre Barrett, 
extension service forester, and by A. R. Shirley, 
co-operative naval stores agent, with the as- 
sistance of federal and state agencies having 
an interest in forest development. 

The book is actually a working manual for 
the farmer. The material included has been 
collected from a variety of sources not gen- 
erally available to the farmer interested in im- 
proving his timber stands. As such, with the 
new interest being evidenced in forest develop- 
ment throughout the state, and with the in- 
tensified efforts to prevent senseless destruc- 
tion of woods by fire, the booklet should prove 
invaluable to the landowners. 

The major stress of the volume is laid on 
the methods to be used in forest handling which 
will yield a steady income for an indefinite 
period. An entire chapter is devoted to the pro- 
duction and marketing of pulpwood and should 
prove one of the most important of the bulle- 
tin. The authors urge in this chapter that the 
pulpwood market be considered from the stand- 
point of the utilization of timber for which the 
Georgia forestry operator did not previously 
have a market. The pulpwood market, the au- 
thors urge, should not interfere with the profit- 
able and normal production of lumber or naval 
stores, but should supplement the income from 
these long-established sources. Methods of pre- 
paring this lumber for sale so as to obtain the 
highest possible prices are also outlined. For 
growers not familiar with industry practices, 
this section will prove of great assistance. 

The excellence of the bulletin does credit to 
the authors, and evidences the new interest of 


_ Georgians in the conservation and development 


of this vital industry. It is a booklet that 
should be in the hands of every Georgia farmer. 


BEHIND STOCK EXCHANGE SCENERY 

Although the noise of the Whitney episode 
has died down to a considerable extent in the 
corridors of the New York Stock Exchange, the 
conflict between the so-called liberal and old 
guard factions goes on unabated. The main 
point under discussion at present is whether or 
not members should be prohibited from trad- 
ing, on their own account, in securities they 
buy and sell for their customers. The ques- 
tion is an old one. It has been debated for 
years. It was merely brought to the forefront 
during the Pecora investigation five years ago. 
It has never been settled. 

The original draft of the securities and ex- 
change act contained a provision against the 
practice, but the ban was removed during dis- 
cussions prior to the passage of the act. It 
would have had the effect of almost entirely 
prohibiting exchange operators from buying 
and selling stocks for themselves—an unrea- 
sonable restriction—to correct an admitted evil. 

Despite this removal from the act, William 
Douglas, present chairman of the commission, 
has attempted, on broad grounds of reform, to 
put a stop to inside operations. He has taken 
the position that if inside operators are per- 
mitted to deal in stocks which they are buying 
and selling for customers, it would give them 
an unfair, behind-the-scenes, advantage. Wil- 
liam Martin, the new president of the exchange, 
who it is understood represents the reform fac- 
tion, concurs in this view. The older factions 
oppose lf. 

Regardless of whether the practice should be 
entirely eliminated or simply regulated, it 
should not be forgotten the stock exchange 
was a perfectly natural outgrowth in the na- 
tion’s economic development. It came into be- 
ing primarily as a market place for buying and 
selling securities at stabilized values. While en- 
titled to liberal remuneration, members, trad- 
ers, operators, specialists and all others neces- 
sary to its operation are merely incidental to 
the main object. 

The American investor has all too often been 
saddled with losses directly traceable to manip- 
ulations. Whatever reforms are necessary to 
protect him in the future should be put into 
effect. But in the zeal for reform the investor 
~-the man sought to be protected—should not 
be hamstrung in his desire to freely buy and 
sell.
